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{It is intimated that during Blaine’s 
trip to Europe that he will place 
himself promivently on record as 
the friend of Ireland. Whatever 
interest Mr. Blaine will take in 
Irish affairs will simply be that 
which actuates every liberty -loving 
American, and nothing more. It 
is a mdiculous idea to suppose that 
a statesman of Mr. Blaine’s abilit 
should so far forget himself Wile 
on a friendly visit to a foreign land 
as to make himself conspicuous in 
European politics, that do not con- 
cern him a particle; at least, not 
niore than others who watch the 
politics of the world in order to un- 
derstand and profit by the informa- 
tion thus unfolded. Whatever sy m- 
patby may be felt in this country 
for Ireland, itis not so great that 
public opinion would indorse the 
action of a public man like Mr. 
Blaine who would entwine bimseelf 
in the meshes of English politics in 
order to gain the political *support 
ofthe Irish faction in the United 
States. Such a move on the part of 
Mr. Blaine would ruin his political 
prospects in America forever. No 
one realizes this fact more keenly 
than he himself. There isno doubt 
but that Mr. Blaine will make him- 
self familiar with the political situ- 
“ation in that island, and will return 
home with a clear and intelligent 
understanding of the differences ex- 
isting between the Irish and English 
people; but he will not make a fool 
of bimeelf while gleaning his infor- 
mation. Americans have a high ap- 
precidtion for an advocate of liberty, 
but there is a limittohis sway. So 
jong as he is actuated by pure and 
manly motives, and not moved by 
personal ambition, that apprecia- 
tion will last. But when he leaves 
his native land to dabble in foreign 
politics, merely for the sake of ad- 
vancing bis own interests, politic- 
ally, at bome, he will find that even 
liberty-loving Americans can con- 
demn. Mr. Biaine has enough te 
do at home, without adding to his 
burden by undertaking the respon- 
sibility of adjusting the many com- 
plications that exist in European 
politics. Even the: idea of such a 
move on the part of the Maine 
statesman is preposterous, aud is 
not to be entertained for a moment. 
When Mr. Blaine desires to speak 
on the Irish question, he will do 8» 
at home, under bis own flag, and 
not in Europe. fs

In less than 
two hours after the first alarm, the 
entire business portion of the town 
from the starting poiut of the fire to 
the public school house building was 


in ashes. Every saloon but one and 
every stone structure except that oc- 
cupied by Weber & Co. as a meat 
market, was destroyed. The loss isa 
terrible one to Lake Linden, and con- 
servative judges place the pecuniary 
damage at one and one-half million 
dollars. The insurance is probabl 
not less than three-quarters of a mil 
lion. They report a great loss o! 
housebold goods and surplus clothing, 
the flames reachivg out with such 
rapidity, that bouse-holders quickly 
realized that th: ir enly safety was in 
instant flight. 

A*panic seized everyone, The fire 
department was fifteen minutes in 
reaching the fire after it had broke out, 
and then was helpless, the flames hav- 
ing made such headway that no 
agency of men could be of any avail. 
Had the fire broken out at 
night huodreds of lives would 
have been lost. Words fail to 
picture the uwful speed with which 
the flames swept through the doomed 
town, and families rushing from their 
homes tothe street, saving only the 
clothing on their backs. Hundreds of 
families are roofless to-night, without 
bedding or clothing, except what they 
have on. No stores are left to furnish 
supplies and Hancock & Houghton, 
merchants, are sending matresses and 
bedding to the homeless people. 
Everything was as dry as tinder from 
the long drouth, and even solid brick 
blocks melted away before the furious 
flames like snow. The flames swept 
clean to tbe lake from the school 
house, a balf-mile, and threeor four 
blocks wide. A rough estimate of the 
losses is not possible at this hour, 
the excitemont making it hard to get 


alone, foot up to about $500,000. 
LATeR—Specials from various points 
in the upper peninsula of Michigan 
say: Crystal Falls,a small mining 
town, is in imminent danger of des- 
truction from forest fires. Iron Moun- 
tain, Quinnesic and Norway are now 
out of danger. Baraga and Lanse are 


sull in danger, but both places have 


got good fire protection. The des- 
truction of cord wood, ties and stand- 
ing pine is estimated at $3,500,000. 
The Soutbern Peninsula is also sufler- 


ing from fires. In the neighborhood

Gold and Silver. 
WASHINGTON, May 20. 

The report of the Director of the 
Mint on {the prodaction of pre- 
cious metals in the United States tor 
the calendar year 1886 is in press, and 
will soon be ready for distribution. 
The Director estimates the produc- 
tion of the United States to have 
been in 1886: Gold, $35,000,000; 
silver, $51,000,000. The value of silver 


in the above estimate is calculated at 
the coining rate of silver in the United 
States—the silver dollar, namely, 
$1 2929 per ounce, fine. The produc. 
tion of silver was 380,445,312 fine 
ounces; commercial value, at average 
price of silver during the year, namely, 
about $1 per fine ounce, $39,455,312. 
The production of gold shows an in- 
crease over the prior year of $3,200,000, 
The production of silver is slightly 
less than in 1885.

This sentiment at once won over the 
descendants of the Ulster farmers. 
They cheered as heartily as anybody 
else. Trouble was brewing, and 
the conclusion of the meet- 
ibe chairman told the audi- 
ence ™ (@& --go home peaceably. 
hen the people started out, O’Brien 
ing im’ the rear. Thinking this 
would be too dangerous, O’Brien’s 
friends burried him to the front, He 
stepped on the sidewalk, wearing, as 
usual,a tall hat. The moment the 
Orangemen on the opposite side of the 
street saw him they raised savavce 
yells, and cried: ‘There he is,’’ and 
rushed across the street. Cobble 
stones and bricks began flying like 
hail; women screamed ee general 
confusion reigned. O’Brien and his 
his friends bent their heads, but re- 
ceived the missiles on the body. At 
leogth O’ Brien disappeared through an 
alley, and was losttothe crowd. The 
mob rushed tothe Burnett House, 
thinking ©’ Brien was there, shouting, 
“To bell with homerule. Kill nim,” 
Nobody knew where O’Brien was, but 
he was soon discovered. Peter Devlin, 
who lives on the corner of Washing- 
ton and William streets, stole down to 
Chief of Police Horsey and said: 
“O’Brien is safe with me.’’ Chief 
Horsey, with Mayor Carsonand six 
policemen, then went to Degevlin’s 
house and brought O’Brien to the Bur- 
nett House. 

“T will protect you to the hotel,”’ 
said Mayor Carson; “I will call out 
the artillery.”’ ‘You will,” exclaimed 
O’Brien sarcastically; “I don’t want 
your protection.now. You saw a mob 
of demons, 500 strong, outside that 
hall, thirsting for my blood, while I 
was addressing a peaceable meeting, 
and you didn’t dispersethem. Where 
was your artillery then,sir? Lans- 
downe and Howland winked at the 
efforts to murder me in Toronto, and 
now Lansduwne and you wink at the 
efforts to murder me here. Iam not 
going to give you the credit of having 
rotected my life, when you could 
ave had it if you wished, but didn’t.”’

Will you kindly give promi- 
uent notice of the request in your pa- 
yer, and thus aid the Division in form- 
ing an estimate of the effect which this 
institution may be expected to have in 
turning the attention of the people to 
the forestry problem. The Division will 
be gratified if someone in each town 
wiil send an accoust of the manner in 
which the day was observed, the 
number and kinds of trees planted, 
and any other facts of interest in con- 
nection with the celebration. Ad- 
dress, “Forestry Division, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D.
